“made by Hon. J. R. Boyle, leader of 


the opposition, in a two-hour address 
here on Tuesday evening before a large 
audience. 

‘He said he had been a member of 
the house since 1905 and had watch- 
ed the growth of the U.F.A., of which 
he was a life member, and had assist- 
ed it in many. ways in‘the early dayg. 
It had made a serious mistake, how- 
ever, when it entered politics. Pre- 
mier Greenfield's government. had 
been as big a failure as the U.F.A. 
hiad been a success in its early. devel- 
opment. Mr. Boyle told the story of 
the C.P.R. episode in the house dur- 
‘fng the last session, he accused the 
premier and the government:-of trying 
to conceal from the legislature im- 
portant facts connected with certain 
reports and stated that the premier 
had told.a pack of falsehoods in his 
defence of the government. 

Mr. Boyle also dealt at length with 
the: debt of the province and referred 
to the deficit of $2,000,000 in 1921, the 
first year of the Greenfield govern- 


ment, which was: increased-to.$6,000,- 


“000: ‘in’ two and. one-half’ years, The 
government thought all. it needed to]. 
do was to put’on more taxes so they 
fncreased the amounts raised. in the 
regular channels and put on new taxes 
on gasoline and soft drinks. To make 
the cost of- government still higher, 
they passed a superannuation act in 
1922, which permits them to retire any 
official at the age of 65 years and when 
they want a job for a friend they pick 
someone who has been unfortunate 
enough to reach that age, pension him 
and appoint one of their friends to the 
position. 

They are thus loading the country 
with-the pension as well as the sal- 
ary, men who are physically and men- 
tally fit to work are being pensioned 
and they are getting other positions 
and earning good money ag well as 
receiving their pensions. 

The opposition leader also criticis- 
ed the government for the manner in 
which they had sidestepped the issue, 
when the bill providing for the refer- 
endum was being discussed. 

The committee made a recommen- 
dation to the house, recommending 
that a number of other proposals be 
put up alongside of the one present- 
ed under the irect legislation act, all 
to be voted on under the scheme. A, 
B, C. D. To accomplish this it was 
necssary to destroy the act by amend- 
ing it in such a way that it became 
no longer, necessary to vote on the de- 
finite bill presented to the legislature 
by petition but making it possible for 
the government to load up a ballot 
with any number of indefinite propos- 
als of their own. When the proposals 
of the committee came before the 
house the premier saw that clause D 
involved two distinct proposals and 
that part of! it was indefinite, there- 
fore he- moved‘ that it be divided in 
two and that one clause should be 
straight government control and the 
other a licensed system for beer. The 
motion was put and a few but very 
loud voices came from behind him 
calling “No!” hig courage failed and 
he let the motion be lost without call- 
ing for a vote. 

The attorney general then tried a 
hand and met a similar fate. Hither 
amendment would have carried had it 
been put to a vote of the house, This 
was not responsible government, cr 
government of any kind ,it was chaos. 

The plebiscite cost the province 
about $250,000 and now two lawyers

that in order to have a good country 
we must have a good government. The 
Alberta government lacked ability. 
He paid a compliment to Mr,.H. J. 
Montgomery when he informed the 
audience that there ha@ not been a 
harder working representative in the 
house, when he was the member for 
Wetaskiwin. HA was a life-long mem- 
ber of the U.F.A, and had helped the 
farmer in every way, and wanted to 
give the new government a chance, 
but ‘they had failed.. The Greenfield 
government was playing the game of 
polittés, and would not pass a reso- 
lution unless it: was introduced by the 
government. They even opposed a 
resolution to prevent the importation 
of oleomargarine, which was coming 
to the country in competition with our 
butter. The old government did busi- 
ness in the open and the press gave 
good reports and the government got 
a square deal, but the Greenfield gov- 
ernment gets-out a bulletin with the 
people’s money to give whatever in- 
formation they wish to the public and 
the press reporters are excluded from 
attending the*meetings. The: present 
government was. caucusing in the 
morning; caucusing at noon, ang-cau- 
cusing at t night—it was. all “eaucus,.and 
the ‘public’ could not find out what 
was going on, 


Referring to the financial condition’ 
the grant for education had been cut 
down and the staff of school inspec- 
tors had been reduced; the roads are 
not being kept up, and the loan for 
seed grain had been cut out, but. not- 
withstanding. this, the government had 
added $14,000,000 to the public debt 
in two years. In the old days tho 
farmers had received almost every- 
thing they asked far from the govern- 
ment, but today the U.F.A. are ad- 
vised not to ask the govérnment for 
anything as it will embarrass them— 
the U.F.A. and the government are 
so interlocked. Mr. Tobin concluded 
by advising the people of the province 
to seek men of vision who will carry 
on the work of the country, and who 
have faith in the country. 


Capt. Bowen, one of the Edmonton 
representatives, was the next speak- 
er. He said it was the policy of the 
government to keep things in the dark. 
We are democratic but the government 
was acting in an autocratic way. The 
cabinet had nothing to say about the 
wheat pool until all arrangements had 
been made, when it was found out 
that a guarantee of $250,000 had ben 
given to keep a margin of credit at 
the banks. The government kept on 
hearing delegations in private and 
the public was kept in the dark. The 
people should know what was going 
on and not be kept in the dark. At 
Calgary a few days ago, the Premier 
had given the same old excuse of 
not having experience, and yet, after 
two years, he hag no policy, and is 
just waiting for somebody to give him 
an idea of 3omething constructive. 
He then referred to what he termed 
the unbusinesslike and thoughtless 
manner in which the government is 
endeavoring to get the natural re- 
sources, He also ridiculed the way 
which the organization of the wheat 
pool wag handled, and the quick man- 
ner jn which the premier had changed 
his attitude in connection with get- 
ting Aaron Sapiro to come to Alber- 
ta. As soon as Sapiro came he was 
stampeded into the deal without mak- 
ing mature arrangements. The gov- 
ernment was most inefficient, and 
are first-class political cobblers. Al- 
though the government had no ex- 
perience, ninety-eight bills were in- 
troduced into the house in 1922, most 
of them being amendments to the 
‘statutes, and many of these amend- 
ments had to be again amended | in 
1923.

TALK HOSPITAL 
CHARGE IN CITY 


Calgary, Nov. 30—Discussions cen- 
tering on resolutions referring to the 
Mothers Allowance Act, in relation to 
municipalities, the hospital act, re- 
classification of rural polls, restaurant 
licenses, election dates, public librar: 
ies, school assessments, volunteer fire- 
men, domestic animals act, and a 
thorough examination of the work of 
the Calgary Citizen Research league 
by its director, A. B, Silcox, constitut- 
ed the business of the nineteenth con- 
vention of the Union of Rural Muni- 
cipalities of this province, yesterday 
afternoon. 

After considerable discussion the 
resolution concerning the Mothers Al- 
lowance act was passed by the con- 
vention.

POWER GREATER 
FOR THIS YEAR 


If millions of dollars only are re- 
quired to bring new prosperity to 
Alberta, then the goal has been reach- 
ed.

Dairying is on the up swing in 
Alberta and particularly in the dis- 
tricts north of Red Deer which have 
a butter output of sixty-eight per cent 
of. the provincial total.
